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EDITORIAL 


The series of reports on the linear earthworks of our area has been 
continued in the present Transactions. It will be noticed that the subject 
of ‘Industrial Archaeology' has again received attention. The inclusion 
of this list is to a certain extent accidental and largely due to the 
failure of a contributor to complete his long-promised paper for the 1969

Society's depleted stock. 
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EXCAVATIONS AT THE ALLERSTON MANOR SITE 
SECOND STAGE 1964-66 
By F. C. Rimington 


The known history of the Manor House at Allerston {called 'Ollerston 
Castle' on the 17th-century maps: Nat. Grid Ref. SE 878830) can conveniently 
be divided into four periods: | 

1. The original Saxon house 


2. From the coming of the Hastings family to the time of their departure 
to Roxby Castle, c. 1200 to 1350 


3. The period from 1350 to Elizabethan times when documentary evidence 
is meagre and tenants appear to have occupied the manor 


4. From the 16th century to the present day. 

No evidence has been found at either of the Allerston excavations to 
correspond with Phase 1 and it seems certain that the Saxon manor house 
was elsewhere. 

Phase 2 is architecturally represented by the foundations of a hall 
and other buildings found close to the present manor house and reported in 
the Transactions for 1966 (pp. 19-28). 

The 4th Phase corresponds with the present manor house, once consider- 
ably larger. 

It seemed possible that remains of Phase 3 might be found in the complex 
of earthworks lower down the manorial enclosure near the church and excavations 
were duly made there in 1964-66. For various reasons the investigation has 
been incomplete and it was possible to examine only a part of these earth- 
works; it is probable that far more remains undisturbed than was exposed by 
the excavations. However enough was found to show the existence there of a 
sequence of buildings of considerable importance; the associated pottery 
was not plentiful but was of very significant date. 

There is a well-established local tradition that these earthworks are 
the remains of an early vicar's house linked with the adjacent church. This 
thought probably has arisen from the fact that the old OS 6-inch sheets gave, 
in addition to the dedication of each church, the type of living (i.e., chapel- 


of-ease, perpetual curacy, rectory or, commonest of all, vicarage) and an

examination of the 0S sheet for Allerston shows that the word 'Vicarege', 
describing of course the status of the church, is printed over the precise 
spot where the earthworks lie. 

Work was commenced at a prominent, roughly circular, mound 2 ft above 
the general ground-level of the ficld; in places the upper stones of the 
structure protruded through the turf. This gave the impression, later to 
be confirmed, that the mound covered the latest of the buildings in this part 
of the field. The circular wall discovered had quite obviously belonged to 
a dovecote, that essential auxiliary of medieval life. The external 
diameter was 25 ft at the present soil level and 26 ft at the base, with 
walls 4 £t thick. The nesting boxes had been built, surprisingly enough, 
right down to the floor level, but the mistake had been rectified by the 
blocking-up of the lower holes and the first row of nests had been at 
2 ft 6 ins. from the floor. There were four rows of nesting boxes still 
surviving, all but the lower one having protruding alighting-slabs immed— 
iately underneath. The holes averaged 6 ins. by 4 ins. and were approx-— 
imately 20 ins. deep, L-shaped as is usual with the holes in all the rows 
turning to the left. There appeared to have been about 16 holes in each 
row and assuming for the dovecote an original height of 20 ft (which was 
common) there would have been room for about 300 nesting pairs. Many 
pigeon-bones were found but little sign of any other organic matter; there 
was a narrow 2-ft doorway to the northwest. 

On the southwest side of the dovecote another and larger building had. 
impinged, of superior masonry and different stone. This structure, as well 
as the dovecote, had been built over a mass of very large stones, which 
appear to have been tipped into a hollow to stabilise and level it. Most 
of these stones were straight from the quarry but some were dressed and 
one was the base of an elaborate clustered colum (probably c. 1300), much 
too fancy, one would have thought, for a country manor house and most likely 
9 throw-out from some repair to the nearby church. 

Six feet from the dovecote the wall turned a rounded corner and had 
attached to it at this corner a latrine pit - the paved entry had a well- 
cut overflow channel carved across it, a channel which had obviously been 


well used! As the masonry of the pit was quite different from that of the 
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wall it would seem that the latrine was not contemporary with the parent 
building but had been added at some subsequent alteration. 

From the rounded corner the wall (26-27 ins. wide) ran on for 15 ft,’ when 
it met a north-south wall coming from the direction of the dovecote but not 
joining it, it appeared to have been destroyed when the dovecote was con— 
structed. To the south of this wakl-junction was the base of a doorway, 

3 ft wide and rising 9 ins. to the interior of the building. The lower 
jamb stones on either side possessed 6-ins.-square apertures (found on other 
doorways at Allerston and elsewhere) at floor level. It is not entirely 
clear whether these holes were intended as some method of fastening the door 
or were a system of draining on what was undoubtedly a wet site. 

Under all the walls of this round-cornered building was a layer of sand 
(up to 6 ins. thick) apparently laid down as a levelling operation before 
rebuilding, and beneath this, laid directly on the clay, was a structure of 
quite outstandingly good masonry, unfortunately badly robbed. This con- 
sisted of the footings of a buttress or chimney~breast, 5 ft 6 ins. by 
2 ft 6 ins. together with a small fragment of the wall to which it had been 
attached. Stones quite obviously belonging to this wall had been found incor- 
porated in the later building above. To the immediate west of the buttress 
was a stone drain or water—channel, 16 ins. wide and 9 ins. deep with regular 
capstones. On the other side was a pavement of large smooth slabs remin- 
iscent of an old farm-house kitchen. 

It would seem therefore that we have on this lower site at Allerston 
fragments from three building periods:- 

(1) A buttress or chimney-breast and paving, the first building on the site, 
being laid on the basic clay. Pottery found on and under the paving and 
in the drain dates from the early 13th century. 

(2) Later, judging by the pottery found, early in the 14th century, this 
building collapsed because of the wet, unstable nature of the ground and, 
before rebuilding, the site was stabilised by the tipping of quantities of 
very large stones; a thick layer of sand was then put down and another 
building erected above, one corner of which at least was rounded. The 
amenities of this building were later improved by the addition of a latrine. 


(3) Finally, possibly as late as the 16th century, for pottery of this date

was found nearby, a dovecote was built over part of this second building 


which by then may long have been ruined. 


Thus the evidence of the pottery found at the two Allerston Manor House 
sites shows with reasonable certainty that they were of contemporary date 
and that the two sets of buildings were fully occupied from early 13th to 
mid-14th century — the period of the occupation of the manor by the Hastings 
family, as shown in the list of the holders of Allerston manor given in the 
Transactions for 1966, p. 8. The earthworks in the upper part of the field 
appear to have been the hall of the manor together with its attendant 
buildings while the lower site was the gate—house complex. 

There is at Allerston such a comparative absence of pottery from the 
second half of the 14th century to the mid-16th that it seems likely that 
the manor-house was not occupied during that period, the estate doubtless 
being administered from nearby Roxby Castle which had become the main home 
of the Hastings. 

When Stephen Holford of Thornton-le-—Dale purchased the Allerston estate 
from the 4th Lord Hastings in 1548, he seems to have built a new manor—house 
on higher @rier ground now represented by the present Manor House Farm. In 
the 18th century, possibly when the Osbaldestons of Hunmanby acquired the 
manor, this Elizabethan house suffered much mutilation and was reduced to 
its present size. 

The small but significant amount cf Roman pottery found at Allerston 
lends colour to the report that Roman bricks are incorporated into the 
foundations of the present manor-house.

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SURVEY OF LINEAR EARTHWORKS AND ASSOCIATED ENCLOSURES 
IN NORTH-EAST YORKSHIRE 


INTERIM REPORT NO. 6 
By J. G. Rutter 


This report completes the detailed descriptions of the major earthworks 
situated in a small area of the North York Moors about 8 or 9 miles west: of 
Scarborough. These represent the most striking assemblage of linear dikes 
in north-east Yorkshire, extending from the scarp-edge of Troutsdale in a 
southward direction towards the Vale of Pickering. The previously described 
earthworks in this series are the Cockmoor Dikes, L39, (see Transactions No. 8, 
1965), the Scamridge Dikes, L33, (see Transactions No. 10, 1967) and its 
associated Netherby Dale Dike, L36, (sce Transactions No. 9, 1966). The 
westernmost and the shortest of the series are the Oxmoor Dikes, L26, and their 
associated extensions, the Givendale Dikes, L27 and L28, which are described 
in the present report. 

As with the earlier reports a sketch map of the earthworks is given on 
a scale of 6 inches to one mile and profiles have been recorded in cross 
sections drawn to a common scale of 10 ft to 1 inch. The latter have been 
obtained by means of level sections taken across the banks and ditches at 


selected points. 


L26 —OXMOOR DIKES 
Parishes: Allerston and Ebberston. Nat. Grid Ref. SE 898873 to SE 894871 
SITUATION 

The Oxmoor Dikes are situated nearly 3 miles north of Ebberston village 
near the heads of Givendale and Troutsdale, extending for a short distance of 
only about one third of a mile in a NE to SW direction across the narrow neck 
between those valleys. The earthwork lies astride the Allerston-Ebberston 
parish boundary but does not form part of the boundary. It can be easily 
examined from the point where it is intersected by the Ebberston-Givendale Head 
lane, which also crosses the Scamridge Dikes. The latter system extends 


roughly parallel to the Oxmoor and Givendale Dikes at a distance of about three- 


quarters of a mile to the east. 5 


PREVIOUS RECORDS 
The first account of the Oxmoor Dikes appears to have been published by 
Dr Young in his History of Whitby (1817, Vol. II, p. 690) where he notes that 
'they consist of 4 vast ditches and as many ramparts, measuring together 
above 150 fect over; but after advancing for some distance their number is 
reduced to 3; these 3 trenches proceed westward more than a mile'. Young's 
estimate of the length of the Oxmoor Dikes is exaggerated and the number of m 
ditches is maintained at a figure of four over the entire length, although the 
easternmost ditch is less clearly defined at the Givendaic end. On Knox's 
map of 1820 it is described as 'Three Dikes'. 
Mortimer (Forty Years' Researches, p. 370 and Plate C, fig. 2) gives a 
diagrammatic section through the dikes from measurements taken in 1891 (see 
below) and the Elgees (1933, 229-30) devote a few lines to the earthwork and 


quote some inaccurate figures based upon Mortimer. 


DESCRIPTION 


The Oxmoor Dikes is a short earthwork of uniform construction consisting,.” :", 


of four ditches and four banks of impressive proportions. It is in a fairly 
good condition except for the intersections of a road and several old cart-— 
tracks and forestry rides and the presence. of an old quarry near Point D, 
which, unfortunately, has destroyed much of the connection with the two 
Givendale Dikes. 

Section AB, which begins on the edge of Troutsdale, is in a conifer 
plantation of the Forestry Commission but is not planted. Most, of the re- 
mainder between Points B and D borders agricultural land and is covered with 
scrub and small trees. Profile Al has been taken in the plantation 100 ft 
NE of the stone wall and the four ditches and banks are prominently displayed, 
occupying a width of about 130 ft. Profile Cl has been taken from near the 
SW end of the earthwork 277 ft from the N-S stone wall and just short of the 
old quarry which has seriously damaged the dikes. Four banks and three 
ditches can be clearly discerned but the easternmost ditch is less distinct. 
The overall width amounts to about 140 ft. 

The existence of the quarry face 10 ft from Profile Cl made it possible 
to obtain a section through two of the ditches (No. 1, the westernmost, and 


No. 2) and their adjacent banks (Nos. 2 and 3). From the measurements 
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it could be ascertained that the flat-bottomed ditches had been cut to a depth 
of about 7% ft below the original land level and had penetrated the under- 
lying limestone rock to a depth of about 4 ft. The banks today attain a 
height of about 24 ft above the original turf-line but when newly erected the 
height of the ramparts was probably around 4 ft. This would give a height 

of about 114 ft from base of ditch to top of bank; over twice that of today.

It was at this quarry face that J. R. Mortimer obtained his section in 1891 
but it will be noted that the width of the banks and ditches given by Mortimer 


differs considerably from the figures taken during the present survey.

L27 GIVENDALE LOWER DIKE 
Parish: Allerston. Nat. Grid Ref. SE 894871 to SE 891866 


SITUATION 
This earthwork is an extension from the SW end (Point D) of theOxmoar Diks 
along the upper eastern edge of Givendale for about one third of a mile on a 


somewhat irregular course. 


PREVIOUS RECORDS 
Young (ibid., p. 690) states that 'a single tresch runs down the valley 


a short way, and also makes a sudden stop'. Tt is shown on Knox's map of 1820. 


DESCRIPTION 

Although this dike is very short its description is not entirely 
simple. The point (A) of junction with the Oxmoor Dikes is unfprtunately 
damaged by ploughing and quarrying and is complicated by the sharp angle 
between the two earthworks. However, two banks and two ditehes are un- 
doubtedly traceable at this point, the western bank being a continuation of 
the westernmost (No. 1) bank of the Oxmoor Dikes. There is some slight 
evidence of a third ditch and bank but if these occurred near the junction 
of the dikes they are untraceable further south. The remainder of Section 
AB consists of double ditches and banks although at places only a single bank 
and ditch are clearly visible (sce Profile A2), but the course which for no 
apparent reason is very irregular is also much broken by quarries. Section 
AB is under rough pasture. 

Section BC consists of a single ditch between two banks although the 
upper (eastern) bank is only slight and may have been ploughed down (sce 
Profile Bl). The upper bank can be traced further south than the ditch 
but both gradually peter oute Section BC is covered with grass and bracken 
and extends along the edges of a ploughed field and Forestry Commission plant- 
ation which are divided by a stone wall built on the lower bank of the seen 


work. 


L28 Givendale Upper Dike/ 
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L28 GIVENDALE UPPER DIKE 
Parish: <Allerston. Nat. Grid Ref. SE 894871 to SE 882851 


SITUATION 

The Givendale Upper Dike is also a south-westerly extension to the Oxmoor 
Dikes and makes its junction with the latter at a point only about 130 ft 
west of the Givendale Lower Dike with which it maintains a roughly parallel 
course. It follows the line of Given Dale but for the greater part of its 
length of over 1} miles it is set back from the edge of this valley and only 
approaches the scarp in the final section (F). The parish boundary between 
Allerston and Ebberston skirts the earthwork for a short distance between 
Points B and C. It can be easily inspected from the same approach as that 


suggested for the Oxmoor Dikes. 


PREVIOUS RECORDS 

Young (ibid. , p- 690) describes the Givendale Upper Dike as follows: 
'2 trenches turn towards the south /from the Oxmoor Dikes/, and after proceed— 
ing about half a mile leave off abruptly'. Later (p. 691) he adds: 'From 
near the termination of the two trenches in Gindale, a single ditch, with its 
rampart, inferior both in size and in execution, proceeds obliquely in a south— 
west direction along the brink of the dale for more than a mile, and ends not 
far from Allerston. Along the inside of this trench, are round pits, at 
regular intervals'., Knox's map of 1821 shows pits along this length of the 
dike. These 'pits' have not been observed in the present survey but they may 


be the line of quarries noted in Section EF. 


DESCRIPTION 

As noted by Dr Young the Givendale Upper Dike has been constructed in two 
forms: the short northernmost length between Points A and C consists of three 
banks and three ditches but south of Point C the earthwork possesses only 
a single ditch and bank. 

At Point A the junction between the Oxmoor Dikes and the Givendale Upper 
Dike is clearly visible. The casternmost (No. 4) and the adjacent (No. 3) 
banks can be seen to continue as the eastern and central bank of the latter. 
The course of the Givendale Upper Dike between Points A and C is almost straight 


and southerly but has suffered from encroachment by ploughing. In Section 


9. 


AB the east bank has been levelled and the west bank partially destroyed (see 
Profile Al). In Section BC conditions of preservation have improved and all 
three banks and ditches are visible, although the eastern ditch is barely 
traceable (see Profile Bl). The central bank between Points A and C varies 
in width but is usually 10 to 15 ft wide with a slight hollow in the centre 
and is covered with grass, bracken, shrubs and small trees. 

At Point C the earthwork changes its character and alignment. For the 
remaining distance of over a mile it is almost straight and consists simply 
of a single ditch and bank. Section CD is across arable land and has been 
completely destroyed apparently during the 1939-45 War. Faint traces of 
subsoil could be observed along its course after ploughing. | 

Sections DE and EF are within the plantations of the Forestry Commission 
and have been planted with conifers. These sections are fairly well pre- 
served, except between Point = and the site of Profile El where quarrying has 
occurred. At Point F the earthwork gradually peters out near the brow of 


Given Dale, which is nearly 200 ft deep at this point. 


After the completion of the survey of the Oxmoor and Givendale Dikes it 
is possibie to suggest the order cf construction of these related earthworks:— 
(1) The Oxmoor Dikes, a major work across the narrow neck between Trouts-— 
dale and Given Dale, was obviously first. 

(2) The Givendale Lower Dike was added to the former to extend the Given 

Dale end southwards, the valley being considered too shallow to provide ‘ satis- 
factory boundary at its northern end. This extension on the valley edge is 
very irregular and was probably unfinished. 

(3) The Givendale Upper Dike was then constructed as far as Point C on a 
parallel and easier course to the Lower Dike but as 9 more formidable work. 

(4) The Givendale Upper Dike was then extended from Point C:on a new align— 


ment and simpler construction until the edge of Given Dale was reached. 


Archaeological Sites / 
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ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITES NEAR THE OXMOOR AND GIVENDALE DIKES 


LONG BARROW 1. SE 892860 

This impressive mound of the Neolithic Age is the Scamridge Long Barrow, 
Situated about $m. WNW of High Scamridge Farm and less than a quarter of a 
mile E of the Givendale Upper Dike. It was opened by the Rev. William 
Greenwell (1877, 484-7), who found the disarticulated remains of fourtcen 
people partly burnt by a large fire. This barrow, which is orientated E-W, 
measures 165 ft and stands 9 ft high at its east end. 


ROUND BARROW 2. SE 891863 

This site shown on the 0.8. 6-inch sheet as 'Tumulus (Site of)' is dfong- 
side the course of the Givendale Upper Dike between Points C and D and pre- 
sumably marks the position of a round barrow. It has been completely ob- 


literated by ploughing and no finds are known. 


Three round barrows are situated within the Forestry Commission planta- 
tion and at less than a quarter of a mile from the north-cast end of the 
Oxmoor Dikes. All appear to have been opened. Their positions are in- 
dicated on the 0.S. 6-inch sheet but are imnediately outside the area of our 


sketch map. 
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THE BARTHOLOMEW JOHNSON MEDAL 


During the present year a further specimen of the medal commemorating 
the death of Bartholomew Johnson in 1814 has been added to the two previously 
in the Scarborough Museum. Johnson was born at Wykeham on October 3rd 1710 
but lived in Scarborough from the date of his apprenticeship to a barber and 
was for seventy years one of the town 'waits' for which he received a yearly 
salary of £4. 

The medals in the Scarborough Museum are 44 mm. in diameter, one in 
bronze and two in pewter. On the obverse is the bust of Johnson sur- 
rounded by the inscription: MR BARTHOLOMEW JOHNSON, AGED 103. TO THE 
CORPORATION OF SCARBOROUGH. The reverse has a design incorporating musical 
instruments and open sheets of music surrounded by the inscription: HE WAS 
A MAN TAKE HIM FOR ALL IN ALL. WE SHALL NOT LOOK UPON HIS LIKE AGAIN. 

Baker in his History of Scarbrough (1882, p. 458) states that a medal 
was struck in 1810 as a memorial of Johnson's hundredth year but if this was 
the case the Scarborough Museum has no record of such a piece. However, 
the Museum does possess Johnson's cello, bow and case. The cello bears the 
inscription RICHARD JOHNSON, SCARBORO' FECIT 1736 and was presumably made 
by a relative of Bartholomew. This instrument is displayed with an oil 
painting of Johnson by John Jackson, R.A., who was born at Lastingham 
in 1778. 

Bartholomew Johnson died in Scarborough on February 7th 1814 and was 
buried in Wykeham churchyard. ’

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AN EARTHWORK AT SOLE BECK SLACK IN THE PARISH 
OF NEWTON, NEAR PICKERING 
By R. H. Hayes 


In 1948 I examined an unusual earthwork at Sole Beck Slack on the 
western side of Newton Dale (Nat. Grid Ref. SE 821938; altitude 725 ft). 
It consisted of an irregular V-shaped series of low banks of tumbled lime- 
stone overgrown by heather, about 10-11 ft wide and only 2 or 2} ft high 
(see Fig. 1). The three sides were approximately 200 ft long. The south- 
west bank was 9-10 ft wide and 2} ft high, separated by a 9-ft gap from the 
north bank. The latter was curved, 10-11 ft wide and at places almost 3 ft 
high,, with a gap to the north east where it was crossed by a footpath, 
beyond which were traces of a short curved continuation in a damaged 
condition. The south-east bank was similar and was attached to the south- 
west bank by a raised corner. At the east end of the south-east bank was 
a 6-ft gap with a slight hollow way beyond which was a flexed bank 9 ft 
wide and 100 ft long. There were traces of an extension of the south-west 
bank northward towards the head of Sole Beck Slack. No cairns were present 
within the earthwork but to the south and south east were a number of small 
stony cairns and a larger group was situated to the north, on the west side 
of Waterhill Slack. The latter group contained a cairn 33 ft long, 17-20 ft 
wide and 2-3 ft high showing signs of early excavation in the centre. To 
the north and north west were a few longer cairns including Scarfhill Howe 
on Scarfhill Rigg, } m. to the north west (Nat. Grid Ref. SE 814941). This 
cairn measures 40 ft in diameter and stands 5 ft high with a central pit 
14 ft wide and 4 ft deep. On the Keldy Estate Map of 1893 it is named 
Garsel Howe, by which it is known locally. 'Garsel' is a dialect name for 
brushwood, which formerly covered the area before clearance by the Forestry 
Commission and Scarfhill is probably a corruption. 

Unfortunately the Forestry Commission ploughed down the Sole Beck Slack 
earthwork in 1953 and destroyed most of the cairns. Examination before the 
site was completely obliterated revealed some flint chippings, many burnt 


stones and much limestone from the banks. 
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AN EARTHWORK AT BLACKPARK IN THE PARISH 
OF CROPTON, NEAR PICKERING

Two adjoining embanked enclosures are situated (Nat. Grid Ref. SE 751906) 
on the west side of the road from the foot of Cropton Bank to Hartoft End and 
Rosedale Abbey at an altitude of 350 ft. The smaller northern enclosure 
(Fig. 2) is almost square measuring 218 ft on the west, 210 ft on the east, 
186 ft on the north and 190 ft on the south. The southern portion of this 
enclosure is in good preservation with ramparts 24 ft wide and 4 or 5 ft high. 
The north-west angle lies in a dense plantation first planted in 1918 and the 
north-east corner has been obliterated by a small paddock which adjoins | 
Blackpark Lodge. However, the bank and ditch on the north side can be ob- 
served at the base of a stone wall - the bank measuring 21 ft in width and 
the ditch 12 ft. At this point an outer bank 19 ft wide is also visible 
and this feature also extends, without an apparent gap, alongside the east 
ditch of the north enclosure and along the full length of the south mee 
The south rampart of the north enclosure possesses a distinct entrance 10 ft 
wide. The ditches, which are visible on three sides, are 10-12 ft wide and 
at places 2 ft deep. 

The banks of the southern enclosure are lower and were possibly ploughed 
down before the mid-19th century as the south rampart is shown as lacking on 
the 1848 OS map. This enclosure measures about 200 ft from east to west and 
300 f+ from north to south. The ditches have been filled but appear to have 
been about 10-12 ft wide originally. 

In September 1958 permission was obtained from the owner Mrs J. Dimmock of 
Beck House, Cropton, to excavate in two of the ditches. Section A-B (Fig. 2) 
was cut near the western end of the ditch between the two enclosures, and dis- 
closed 12 ins, of topsoil and 18 to 24 ins. of heavy grey silted iebaciad with 
stones. It was difficult to find the base of the ditch in the stiff 
unchanging clay but the underlying clay proved to be slightly yellow. There 
were no finds except for a piece of oak charcoal 3 ft below the surface. 

Section C-D (Fig. 2) was cut between the banks on the east side of the 


northern enclosure 60 ft from the south-east angle. This disclosed a shallow 
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ditch 2 ft 3 ins. deep and 8 ft wide with an infilling of silted grey wa with 
afew stones. There were no finds. 

A trial trench dug near the entrance gap showed an irregular layer of stones 
which may have been a rough paving but no other finds. 

In the larger southern enclosure was a mound measuring 28 ft by 9 ft with a 
central trench. This may be a relic of a searchlight unit which occupied 
the enclosures for a few months during 1939-40, 

Mr Jack Simpson, a forester who lived at Blackpark Lodge from 1920 to 1950, 
reports that he has found no relics in the portion of the north enclosure 
within the paddock. 

Two small linear earthworks occur in the vicinity. At a quarter mile to 
the north east is a fragment of bank and ditch and on Fall Rigg three-quarters 
of a mile south east is a short cross-ridge dike. Cawthorn Camps are 2 miles 
to the east but at about 3 or 4 miles to the south east are a series of 
rectangular earthworks of similar dimensions to the Blackpark northern 
enclosure. Several of these have produced small quantities of Romano— 
British sherds (see Wade's Causewa » Scar. & Dist. Arch. Soc. Research Report 
No. 4, 37-38). 

The Victoria County History for Yorkshire (Vol. II, 19) states that there 
are certain small rectangular works in east and north-east Yorkshire which 
have an annex apparently for cattle and quotes the Blackpark site as a good 
example. There is no suggestion as to the date of these enclosures. 

It is possible that the Blackpark earthworks are connected with the medieval 
Forest of Pickering. They are certainly very close to thse western boundary 
of the forest, which extended along the River Seven only a quarter of a mile 
west of Blackpark Lodge. And, of course, the very name of the latter 
suggests a possible connection with the forest, although it is unmentioned 
in the forest records. Excavation on a larger scale may solve the origin 


of the enclosures. 
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THE PASSING OF THE SCARBOROUGH AQUARIUM 


The Winter of 1968-69 saw the destruction of the well-known landmark 
(for many years an eyesore!) opened over ninety years ago as 'The Aquarium'. 
This subterranean structure described as an architectural mixture of the 
Byzantine and Arabesque covered a site measuring 250 ft by 500 ft or 
about two and a quarter acres below the Spa Bridge, an area shown in the 
engraving reproduced on the front cover of the present Transactions. It 
was opened on May 19th 1877 five years after the Brighton Aquarium which 
was designed by the same Mr Birch and the actual building cost around 
£110,000. The greater part of the structure consisted of ornate brick 
arches in open rectangular corridors in which were displayed twenty-six 
marine tanks holding 400,000 gallons, one of which (of 175,000 gallons) 
was reputed to be the largest in the world. 

Financially the Aquarium was a failure and the owners Marine Aquarium 
Ltd sold the buildings and fittings for about £5000 in 1886. From ‘thick 
date until World War I it was successfully operated as an underground 
amusement centre — the People's Palace and Aquarium. After suffering 
from misuse as a drill hall during the war years it was purchased by the 
Scarborough Corporation for £15,000 in 1921 and reopened as an entertain- 
ment centre in 1923. In 1925 it was let to Gala Land Ltd, and continued 
to function as a seasonal amusement attraction until 1967. By this time 
the site had become decrepit and the old problems of ventilation and 
heating remained unsolved. The rebuilding and redesigning of the entire 
area was long overdue.

LIST OF SITES

AREA I SCARBOROUGH 


The extent of north-east Yorkshire to be covered by this list is bounded 
on the west, north-west and south-west by the limits of the North York Moors 
National Park and on the south by the rivers Rye and Derwent and the East 
Riding boundary. It therefore includes the whole of the National Park 
and the towns of Scarborough, Whitby, Pickering and Helmsley. The Teesside 
area is thereby excluded. 

Owing to the size of the list it has been necessary to divide it into 
three sections one of which will be published annually. The sites are 
arranged under the name of the civil parish in which they occur. 

The list must not be considered definitive and it is to a certain degree 
selective, for example, it has been considered unnecessary to include the 
Site of every quarry as these are to be found in almost every field. How- 
ever, an attempt has been made to include sites of importance and interest 
which still possess clearly visible remains, although this rule has been 
repeatedly waived to accept sites of especial historic interest or for which 
published information is available although little or nothing is now visible 
on the ground. 

No chronological limits have been placed on this list, although of 
course the great majority of sites belong to the period following the 
Industrial Revolution and especially to the 19th century. No attempt will 
be made to define the scope of the list. Industrial Archaeology appears to 
be extending its field and a final definition of the subject must be left to 
the future. Obvious omissions will be found in this provisional catalogue 
and information concerning these, together with additional data and cor- 
rections to the listed sites will be welcomed. Every effort will be made 


to incorporate new information in revised versions of the list. 
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In colum 4 of the list the following abbreviations have been used:-

APPLETON—le-MOORS, NR 

ROSEMARY COTTAGE SE 7387 

Mr R. H. Hayes has examined this cruck house which measures 40 ft by 18 ft. 
One pair of crucks is visible 10 ft from the north end in the upper storey, 
crossed at the apex and with the ridge—pole resting on the apex. No sign 
of other crucks. Studding is visible. 


IVY DENE COTTAGE SE 7387 


Mr R. H. Hayes notes that this house has a worn lintel at the south end 
bearing C S (?) 1682 and a blocked cross—passage. The north end has 
been rebuilt in recent times. 


BeADLAM, NR 
ROMAN VILLA SITE, RICCAL BRIDGE SE 633842 


The discovery of this site was recorded in the Transactions for 1966 (No. 9, 
p- 43). Excavation on a large scale is to take place during July-August 
1969 by Dr I. Stead and Mr A. L. Pacitto. 


BILSDALE MIDCABLE, NR 
NEAR SMITHY ELLERS SE 573943 


Mr Wm Ainsley informs Mr R. H. Hayes that to the north west of the planta-— 
tion known as 'Smithy' Ellers is a large slag heap on a narrow ledge of 
land 10 to 15 ft above the River Seph. This probably marks an iron 
smelting site. 


LOW CROSSET SE 575945 


Mr Wm Ainsley also reports a second slag heap to the north east of Smithy 
Ellers. It is a semicircular mound of iron slag, at least 25 ft in 
length and 3 ft high, on the north bank of a small water channel. 


LOOSEHOW HILL, BILSDALE EAST MOOR SE 586960-589960 
Group of about five small stony cairns 10 to 16 ft in diameter reported 


by Mr R. H. Hayes. 


GRANGE SE 572962 


A large bank of iron slag and black sooty earth extends from the garden in 
front of the house towards Ledge Beck near the junction with the River Seph. 
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Trial holes disclosed a mixture of slag, burnt stones and flat buff tiles 
at 12 to 16 ins. below the surface. Information from Mr R. H. Hayes. 


NEAR ST JOHN'S CHURCH SE 574944 


Mr Wm Ainsley found the upper stone of a beehive-type quern in the field 
south of the church. It measures 12 to 13 ins. in diameter with two 
handle holes. Owing to a portion split off at lower hole about half of 
the grinding surface is missing. According to Mr Hayes this is the first 
record of a rotary quern from Bilsdale. 


BILSDALE WEST, NR 
NEAR FANGDALE BECK SE 563345 


Barbed-and—tanged flint arrowhead found by Mr Wm Ainsley. 


NEAR HLM WOOD SE 567942 


Barbed-and-tanged flint arrowhead found by Mr M. Colley in 1940 and pre~ 
viously unrecorded. 


BURTON FLEMING, ER 
GYPSEY RACE TA 083720 


A silver penny of Edward I, London mint, AD 1280, was found in the stream 
at Burton Fleming and brought to the Scarborough Museum for identification. 


CAYTON, NR 
CAYTON CARR TA 0581 


A well-worked dagger in very dark flint, 5.3 ins. long and 1.5 ins. wide was 
deposited in the Scarborough Museum. The weapon, found in 1965, was 
perfect except for some damage halfway along one side. 


CROPTON, NR 
WHITE COTTAGE, BANK TOP SE 906889 


Details of this cruck house, renovated in 1968, have been recorded by 

Mr R. H. Hayes. It is built of limestone rubble on the side of a quarry 
and was rebuilt in 1715. The length from east to west amounts to 54 ft 
including a 10 ft long lean-to with an old chimney breast at the west end. 
The width is about 20 ft but widening to 23 ft at the east end. Three 
pairs of crucks are situated as follows: in the west end; by the cross— 
passage 28 ft from east end; at a point 12 ft from the east end. 


EASINGTON, NR 
BOULBY ALUM WORKS NZ 752197 


The first season's excavations by the Teesside Industrial Archaeological 
Group on this site were undertaken in the area of the 18th and a9th-century 
stone-built steeping pits near the cliff edge in 1968. 
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EGTON, NR 
GROSMONT PRIORY NZ 828058 


Dr A. W. Riddolls reports that during renovations to the interior of the porch 
built on to the present house the removal of plaster revealed part of the head 
of a possible medieval grave-slab re-used as a building stone. 


FARNDALE EAST, NR 
HIGH FARNDALE SE6699 (approx. ) 


A collection of 60/70 flint implements, flakes, cores, etc. found on the 
surface of the moors and fields by Mr J. Faubert, gamekeeper, was presented 
to the Ryedale Folk Museum in 1968. It included the following: 


(1) Two tranchet arrowheads 

(2) One lopsided arrowhead 

(3) Four crude leaf-shaped arrowheads 

(4) One broken barbed-and-tanged arrowhead 

(5) Nine scrapers, including two in good red flint 
(6) Part of a stone hone pierced for suspension 


HUTTON—le-HOLE, NR 
BECK GARTH SE 705901 


Further medieval sherds have been obtained by Mr R. H. Hayes from a depth 
of 3.5 to 4 ft below the surface of the garden (see Transactions, No. id, 
De Oy. These included cookpot rims and wall fragments from Types 52 and 
49/1 Medieval Pottery, Scarb. & Dist. Arch. Soc. Research Report No. 3. 


FILLING STATION SE 705899 


Mr C. Wood found a cobbled floor one foot below the turf together with several 
medieval sherds, including 13th-16th century green-glazed wares, at the rear 
of the filling station. Also a section through an ancient boundary balk 
produced footings of a massive wall with a base sherd of Iron Age or earlier 
pottery. 


LINGMOOR FARM BARROW SE 713883 


Mr Rh. H. Hayes reports the excavation of a slight mound first noted by the 
tenant Mr L. Davison in the pasture immediately north of the farm buildings 
known as Marshall's Close in 1840. On the highest central portion of the 
mound three burial pits were found under a few stones below the turf. 


Pit A measured 30 x 24 ins. in diameter and 2 ft in depth. Contained 
amass of charcoal over cremated bones. 


Pit B, which was 4.5 ft SE of Pit A, measured 16 x 14 ins. in diameter 
and was very heavily burnt on the sides. It contained a mass of charcoal 
over a very fine perforated axe-hammer of syenite. The latter measured 
3.25 x 1.5 ins. with the hole 0.5 ins. in diameter. 


Pit C measured 18 x 16 ins. in diameter. The soil around the pit was 
burnt and the top layer consisted of a mass of charcoal with the 
following calcined implements: 
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(1) Arrowhead, flint, probably barbed~and-tanged, but broken 
and splintered by heat; finely serrated edges 

(2)  Plano-convex flint knife, 2 ins. long 

(3) Knife in local oolitic limestone, 13 ins. long 

(4) Utilised flake of similar stone 


Cremation remains were spread throughout the pit and at the base were 
two pieces of inverted bases of thick gritty ware (Early or Middle 
Bronze Age. 


A second barrow excavated on this farm is entered under SPAUNTON. 


INGLEBY GREENHOW, NR 
INGLEBY MILL NZ 577068 


The machinery from this watermill has been removed and will be installed as 

a working unit in the Preston Hall Museum, Teesside. A report with drawings 
has been published in Bulletin 7 of the Industrial Archaeology Society for 
the North East (Nov./Dec. 1968), pp. 10-20. 


CUSHAT HILL, CLAY BANK TOP NZ 572035 


Mr R. UH. Hayes sends the following report on the discovery of Bronze Age 
burials during the extension of a car park by the Forestry Commission in May 
1969: 


Whilst bulldozing a natural rounded hillock Mr J. N. Grayson noticed 
a cist of stone slabs under a bank. He found that it contained a contracted 
skeleton with parts of the side and rim of a finely-—decorated long-necked 
beaker with combed decoration. The cist measured 1.2 metres long by 1 metre 
and possessed a stone-flagged base. 


The rest of the hill-top was excavated by Mr A. L. Pacitto on behalf of 
the Ministry of Public Building and Works. Part of the rim and side of 
an overhanging-rim urn with herring—bone decoration was found with cremated 
bones near the top of the mound. South of the cist was a small cup, 6 cm 
in diameter and 6.5 cm high, in thick brown ware with incised chevron and 
lattice pattern on the rim and wall. This contained a small quantity of 
cremated bones. North east of the cist was the site of a crematorium — 
a clay-—lined trench 3.4 metres long by 1.2 metres wide, with a flue at the 
western end. There were plentiful signs of heavy burning and abundant 
cremated bones. Unaccompanied cremations, probably eight or nine, were 
found elsewhere. A rounded stone with a groove was picked up (cf. The 


Chambered Cairn on Great Ayton Moor, Scarb. & Dist. Arch. Soc. Research 
Report No. 7, fig. 14, 53). 


KILDALE, NR 
MANOR HOUSE NZ 603095 


Excavations have been undertaken under the direction of Mr R, Close and Dr 

D. Spratt on part of the mound marking the site of the medieval manor house 
in 1968 and 1969. At the east end a trench 30 ft x 15 ft uncovered 

20 ft of good walling extending N-S with an apsidal foundation on its west 
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side. This contained fallen stones, rubble and roof slabs and was built 
over a heavily burnt area about 4 ft in diameter. A massive stone trough 
lay 1 ft 6 ins. to the west. It measured 5 ft 6 ins. long, 2 ft 2 ins. 
wide and 11 ins, deep with walls 3 ins, thick. A tapered groove extended 
along the interior to a basin-shaped hollow but no holes penetrated the 
base. The structure and trough may have been part of a malting kiln. 


Trenches on the north side of the mound revealed a (?) ditch revetted. with 
oak timbers, Sherds from the bottom of these trenches were chiefly green- 
glazed ware of 14th-16th century date. 


KILTON, NR 
KILTON CASTLE NZ 704177 


Excavations continued under the direction of Mr F. A. Aberg almost com- 
pleted work within the Inner Courtyard during 1968. There was little 
evidence that this area was much in use before 1200, The main period of 
construction was between 1200 and 1360. 


KINGTHORPE, NR 
LOW KINGTHORPE SE 834858 


Mr R. Hayes reports the discovery of the possible site of the ‘lost 
village' of Kingthorpe in the pasture NW of the ruined cruck-framed barn 
recorded in the Transactions for 1968 (No. LB a Eb iy or Trial trenches 
have disclosed at least three buildings, one with a circular foundation 
10 ft in diameter with walls 1 ft 3 ins. wide. The latter may have been 
a dovecote or oven. A few sherds of 14th/15th century date were found. 
A trial hole in the E of the field gave the greater part of a handled 
howl of the late 15th/16th century probably from the Newby kilns. 


LEVISHAM, NR 
LEVISHAM MOOR SE 8292 


A continuation of the survey of Levisham Moor was undertaken by the 
Scarborough and District Archaeological Society in May 1969. Among the 
areas examined in detail was the presumed site in Dundale (SE 826920) of 
the property granted to the Malton Priory in 1236/57. Two small sherds: 
found on the latter site are Medieval but cannot be closely dated. 


NAWTON, NR 

HIGH STREET SE 656846 (approx. ) 

Mr P. Cook found a Medieval rim sherd in hard pimply sandy buff ware 
approximately Type 52/4 of Medieval Pottery, Research Report No. 3 


OLDSTEAD, NR 

SE 530799 

Mr J. McDonnell reports that during the excavation for a septic tank in 

a village garden several sherds of wheel-made coarse hard grey ware with 
a wide flanged rim were obtained. These were Romano-—British, probably 

from a large jar or cookpot, produced at the Cold Cam kiln site (History 


of Helmsley, p. 411, fig. 18, 6c).

POCKLEY, NR 
OXCLOSE FARM SE 630881 


In Spring 1969 Mr A. L. Pacitto conducted the excavation of a large round 
barrow for the Ministry of Public Building and Works. It measured 16 metres 
in diameter and 1 metre in height, with no surrounding ditch. The central 
area contained a burial pit with the remains of a full-length inhumation in 
a wooden coffin, Only very slight traces of bone and fragments of he 
were left. A crushed food-vessel(?) was on the right side. 


4. secondary cremation was found on the top of the barrow. 


SE 629630 


To the west of the above-mentioned barrow is a ploughed-—down barrow to be 
excavated by Mr Pacitto in the near future. 


ROSEDALE WEST, NR 
THORGILL SE 705960 


A survey of the foundations of a ruined long-house known as Vernon's Nick 
was undertaken by Mr R. H. Hayes in February 1969. The building measures 
80 ft long by 19 ft with a north doorway of massive freestone in the 17th- 
century style and other broken door-heads and ornamental mouldings. This 
house was thatched in living memory. 


4. second ruined building to the south-west was much renovated in the 
19th century mining era, before which it was thatched. Inhabited until 
ec. 1910-14. 


THORGILL OLD MILL SE 709964 


This corn watermill has been a ruin since mid-19th century. There are the 
remains of walls in massive freestone of the two buildings, one measuring 
27 ft by 14 ft, and the second 16 ft by 12 ft, the latter in two compart— 
ments. The buildings were joined by a wall with a gap for the main wheel- 
shaft. Red pantiles were used on the roofs. The bank of Thorgill Beck 
to the east of the buildings is revetted with stonework. Information 
from Mr R. H. Hayes. 


RUDSTON, ER 
TRON AGE CEMETERY TA 096692 


In the summer of 1968 an area of the large Iron Age (La Téne) cemetery 
noted in the 1968 Transactions was excavated by Dr I. M. Stead and the sites 
of sixteen barrows discovered. Each barrow possessed a central crouched 
buriai and was surrounded by a square ditch. A number of pots, brooches 
and beads were found with the burials. 


SCARBOROUGH, NR 
CASTLE HILL TA 050892 


A visitor picked up a 16th century Nuremberg casting counter on the Castle 
Hill in September 1968. It was submitted to Scarborough Museum for examination. 
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SCARBOROUGH (cont. ) 
BURNISTON ROAD TA 033897 


4A cup-shaped crucible in coarse dark grey clay, encrusted on the exterior 
with glossy slag and on the interior with a greenish stain was unearthed on 
a building site and identified at the Scarborough Museum in June 1969, 

It measured 6 ins. in height and was 4.3 ins. in diameter across the rim 
which was provided with a pinched-out spout. Similar crucibles were not 
uncommon in the 18th century. 


HATTERBOARD TA 017886 


Excavations directed by Mr P. Farmer continue on this site recorded in the 
Transactions for 1968 (p. 79). A full report is to follow. 


SPAUNTON, NR 
LINGMOOR BARN BARROW, HIGH WANDHILLS SE 719883 


Mr R. H. Hayes reports the excavation of a mound first noted by Mr T. Frank. 
It was 36 ft in diameter and 2 ft high, with a central depression and a 
ditch around the perimeter. Excavation revealed 6 to 8 ins. of topsoil 

on a layer of small stones resting upon the soil of the old land surface 
which was overlying yellow calcareous grit. The ditch was 6 ft wide and 

2 ft deep. A central (?robber) trench 15 ft long was found extending 
NE-SW, 4 ft wide but expanding to 7 ft in the central area. This was 
filled with a mixture of soil and stones, the latter almost resembling a 
cairn in the centre. No signs of burials or disturbed cremations, and the 
only finds were a few flint flakes and chippings and a tiny scrap of red- 
brown pottery. 


STAINTONDALE, NR 

DANES DALE FARM NZ 985001 

4 polished greenstone axe of rounded-oval section, 4 ins. long, 3.3 ins. 
wide, was presented to the Scarborough Museum during 1968. It was found 
‘many years ago' but it has not previously been recorded. 


THIRKLEBY, NR 
HAGGS FIELD, SANDHILL FARM SE 482780 


The finding of querns and probable cobbled floors on this site was reported 
in these Transactions, No. 10, 1967, p. 38. A trial trench has since 
revealed a cobbled floor 6 to 8 ins. below the surface consisting of a 

solid mass of rounded boulders. The only find was the base of a large grey 
jar. Miss D. A. Cleverley has found, 144 ft to the north of this trench, 
the rim and wall of a small grey jar and part of a flat rotary quern. These 
finds are Romano—British, probably of the 3rd or 4th centuries.

Mr R. H. Hayes reports that the cruck house formerly in this position was 
entirely demolished in 1968 and the new house has been built further back.

The older building consisted of a house and byre of limestone rubble with 
one pair of crucks in the centre. It measured 56 ft from east to west 
and 19 f+ 8 ins. north to south, divided by a cross-passage and roofed 
with pantiles. The byre at the west end possessed a cobbled floor.

RULES 


PART I — OBJECTS 


The objects of the Society shall be:- 


(a) to promote interest in archaeology and history with particular, but not 
exclusive, reference to the archaeology and history of Yorkshire; 


(b) to safeguard sites and buildings of archaeological, architectural or 
historical interest within the Society's area of activities; and 


(c) to promote active fieldwork and research in archaeology and history 
within the Society's area of activities, and to produce publications from 
time to time. 


The Society's area of activities shall be the same as that of the Scarborough 
Museum. 


If the Committee of the Society shall think fit, the Society may co-operate 
with other societies whether within or without its area of activities. 


PART 2 — MEMBERSHIP AND SUBSCRIPTIONS 


General 


Every person wishing to become a member of the Society shall make a written 
application to the Society's Secretary for submission to the first meeting of 
the Society following the receipt thereof. In the absence of any objection 
by any member present at such meeting the applicant shall thereupon be 
admitted as a member of the Society. 


If an objection is made to an application or an applicant is under the age of 
twelve years, then in any such case the applicant shall not be admitted as a 
member of the Society unless the application shall be approved by a majority 
of the members present at the meeting following the meeting at which the 
application is submitted. 


A member desiring to withdraw from the Society must give notice in writing to 
the Secretary before the end of the Society's current financial year, other- 
wise the subscription for the ensuing year shall be payable. 


Classification 


The Society shall have the following classes of members:— 


(1) 


(2) 


Ordinary Members, namely all members not comprised in any other class. 
Every Ordinary Member shall pay to the Society an annual subscription which 
shall include the cost of one copy of the Annual ‘ransactions. 


Country Members, namely members resident more than five miles from the 
Scarborough Museum, Vernon Road, Scarborough, who shall have made a written 
request to the Society's Secretary to be classed as Country Members. Every 


i. 


Country Member shall pay to the Society a reduced annual subscription which 
shall include the cost of one copy of the Annual Transactions. 


(3) Junior Ordinary Members and (4) Junior Country Members, namely Ordinary 
Members and Country Members respectively who are either (a) under the age of 


eighteen years or (b) under the age of twenty-one years and receiving full- 
time education. Every Junior Ordinary Member and Junior Country Member 
shall pay to the Society an annual subscription equal to one half of the 
subscription payable by an Ordinary Member and a Country Member respectively, 
and shall not be entitled to a free copy of the Annual Transactions. Junior 
Members shall not be entitled to vote on matters of business. 


(5) Honorary Life Members, namely members on whom such status shall have been 
conferred by the Society subject to the approval first of the Committee and 
then of the Society at an Annual General Meeting. A Life Member shall not 
be required to pay any further subscriptions to the Society, but shall be 
entiticd to 2 free copy of each subséquent-issue of the innual Transaetions 
and to participate in all the activities of the Society. 


3. Subscriptions 


(1) The amounts of the annual subscriptions payable by Ordinary Members and Country 
Members shall be fixed by the Society at each Annual General Meeting. 


(2) Subscriptions shall relate to the Society's financial year (i.e. the year from 
the 1st April to the 31st March) and shall be payable immediately after the 
Annual General Meeting in each financial year. 


(3) Any person admitted as a member of the Society between the lst January and the 
3lst March in any year shall pay to the Society such reduced subscription (if 
any) as the Executive Sub-Committee shall think fit. | 


(4) Where one member of a household is an Ordinary Member or a Country Member of 
the Society, every other member of the same household being admitted as an 
Ordinary Member or a Country Member may pay a reduced annual subscription 
and shall not be entitled to a free copy of the Annual Transactions. 


PART 3 = OFFICERS AND COMMITTER 


1. The Society shall be managed by a Committee of members which shall consist of:- 


(a) the following officers, namely a President, Vice—Presidents, a Chairman, 
two Vice-Chairmen, a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary, a Social Secretary, a 
Treasurer, a Librarian, an Editor, a Photographer, and an Equipment Officer; 


(b) six additional committee members, who shall not be officers; and 


(c) one of the officials of the Society's Local History Group nominated at a 
meeting of that Group, who may be one of the officers or additional committee 
members mentioned above. 


on The Society shall have an Executive Sub-Committee composed of the Chairman 
(or in his absence a Vice-Chairman), the Secretary and the Treasurer for 
the time being. The Executive Sub-Committee shall have such powers as 
the Committee shall from time to time decide.

PART 3 - Officers and Committee (cont. ) 


De The officers shall be elected by the Society at the Annual General Meeting, 
shall hold office for a term of one year (subject to termination of office 
by resignation or otherwise) and shall be eligible for re-election. LE 
however, the Chairman shall have held office for three consecutive years, 


then he shall not be eligible for re-election as Chairman during the 
following year. 


4. The six additional committee members shall be elected by the Society at the 
Annual General Meeting, shall serve for a term of three years (subject to 
termination of service by resignation or otherwise) and shall not be 
eligible fertreséebection as one of«the six additional committee menbers 
during the following year. Such members shall retire in rotation, two 
retiring at the end of each year. 


Ds In the event of any vacancy in the Committee occurring during a year, the 
Committee shall have power to fill such vacancy by co-option, and the person 
co-opted shall be eligible for re-election at the next Annual General Meeting. 


6. The Committee shall have power to appoint such assistants as it may consider 
necessary from time to time, but any assistant so appointed shall not by 
virtue of such appointment be a member of the Committec. 


Te In this Part of these Rules, the word ‘year' shall mean the period between 
two consecutive Annual General Meetings. 


PART 4 — FINANCE 


1. The Society's financial year shall commence on the lst April and end on 
the following 3lst March. 


2. The Society shall have such a banking account and investments as shall be 
authorised by the Committee from time to time. 


3. No expenditure shall be incurred on behalf of the Society by any person unless 
it shall have been previously authorised in writing by the Executive Sub- 
Committee, acting within powers conferred upon it by the Committee. 


PART 5 — MISCELLANEOUS 


-1. General Meetings 

(1) An Annual General Meeting of the Society shall be held after the end of the 
Society's financial year and not later than the following 3lst May, to 
transect the following business:- 


(a) to receive and, if approved, to adopt a statement of the Society's 
accounts for the preceding financial year; 


(b) to fix the amounts of the annual subscriptions payable by Ordinary 
Members and Country Members for the current financial year; 


(c) to elect the members of the Committee (other than the representative 
of the Society's Local History Group);

PART 5 — Miscellaneous (cont.) 


1. General Meetings (cont.) 
(ad) to appoint an auditor or auditors; 


(e) to consider, and,if approved, to sanction any proposed alteration of 
the Rules; and 


(f) +o deal with any special matter which the Committee desire to bring 
before the members of the Society and to receive suggestions from the 
members for consideration by the Committee. 


(2) If the Committee so require, a Special General Meeting of the Society shall 
be held at any time and for any purpose (except for any purpose concerning 
a proposed alteration of these Rules). Notice convening a Special General 
Meeting shall be sent to all members of the Society not less than seven days 
before the meeting and shall specify the matters to be dealt with. 


ae Quorum 


At meetings of the Committee a quorum shall be eight members of the Committee. 
At Annual or Special General Meetings of the Society a quorum shall be twenty- 
five members of the Society (excluding Junior Members). 


ae Decisions 


Unless otherwise stated, all decisions, whether of the Committee or of the Society, 
shall be by simple majority of the members present at the meetings at which such 
decisions ere made. In the event of an equality of votes the chairman of the 
meeting shall have a casting or additional vote. 


4. Alterations 


No alterations shall be made to these Rules unless:- 


(a) written notice of the proposed alteration, signed by at least six members 
of the Society (excluding Junior Members), shall have been sent to the 
Secretary at least twenty-eight days before the Annual General Meeting 
at which it is to be considered; 


(b) written notice of the proposed alteration shall have been sent by the 
Sedretary to all members of the Society at least seven days before the 
Annual General Meeting; and 


(c) the proposed alteration shall have been approved by at least two-thirds 
of the members present at an Annual General Meeting. 


5. __Repeals 
All previous rules of the Society are rescinded by these Rules. 


The foregoing Rules were approved at the Annual General Meeting of 
Scarborough and District Archaeological Society held on the 28th April 1969.
